Valuation 
‘Studied 


By MAYOR CHAS. P. BURGESS 

We have noted in this column 
heretofore that one of the determin- 
ants of whether a city can operate 
on a low tax rate is the amount of 
assessed valuation available for each 
person served. 

It is not very often that this fig- 
ure can be compiled accurately, for 
estimates of city population are of- 
ten unreliable. However, this year’s 
assessed valuations were compiled 
as of March 6 and the census was 
taken Aprill. 

We have, therefore, an opportun- 
ity to compare assessed valuation 
per capita in San Mateo county cit- 
ies now. 

They are as follows: 


Hillsborough $3,790 
Atherton 2,248 
Burlingame 1,051 
San Mateo 937 
San Carlos 929 
South San Francisco 923 
Redwood City 858 
Millbrae 781 
Belmont 7169 
San Bruno 704 
Menlo Park 607 
Daly City 553 


Hillsborough and Atherton, built 
up largely with homes of families of 
much above average incomes, con- 
siderably exceed our other cities, 
with Hillsborough overshadowing 
Atherton in this respect. The next 
several cities are close together. 

The typical home in South San 
Francisco is relatively low priced, 
but the large industrial piants in- 
side the city limits bring the per 
capita assessed valuation above av- 
erage. San Bruno’s homes aré below 
average value, and the absence of 


extensive industrial development 
leaves the city in a blow average 
position. 


Menlo Park is almost at the bot- 
tom of the list. At first blush this 
does not seem reasonable in view 
of the $20,000 to $35,000 homes which 
have been built by the hundreds in 
the last few years. 

However, approximately 4,000 of 
Menlo Park’s population of 13,557 

reside in Stanford Village, in the 
U. S. Veterans’ hospital and in St. 
Patrick’s Seminary. Excluding 
these tax-exempt properties, the 
per capita figure becomes $851, 2 
reasonable figure when it is con- 
sidered that we have almost no 
industrial development in the city 
limits, and that our retail business 
districts are only in their embryo 
stages. Relatively, we should grad- 
ually increase our per capita val- 
uation. 

The assessed valuations above 
were figured on the county assessor’s 
valuations inside cities, as the fig- 
ures set by the city assessor are °n 
formulas of their own, and in most 
cases are not comparable. It would 
be desirable to compare our per cap- 
ita valuations with those of cities in 
other counties, but these are not 
comparable because the assessors 
in other counties do not assess on 
identical bases. 

In San Diego county and Riverside 
county, my impression is that a 
property worth a given sum would be 
assessed approximately double what 
it would be in San Mateo, with San- 
ta Clara, Los Angeles, Alameda and 
Contra Costa falling somewhere in 
between.

Palo Alto Wasn’t There 
Tull University Founding 


(This is the twenty-third of a 
series of articles dealing with 
Menlo Park area history.) 


During the years up to the late 
1880’s, while Menlo Park was grow- 
ing from farm community to a small 
residential town and railway station 
of many southern San Mateo county 
estates, the area that is now Palo 
Alto remained almost entirely unde- 
veloped. 

On crossing San _ Francisquito 
creek, the southbound traveler on 
the San Francisco-San Jose line en- 
tered an area which was for many 
miles almost as it was before the 
white man came. 

This condition continued until af- 
ter Senator Stanford had announced 
his plans to build a university on 
what was then his farm. 
GRASSLAND 

What is now the major part of 
Palo Alto was covered almost entire- 
ly with grassland, intersperseq with 
clumps of chaparral—higher than a 

man’s head—and dotted with scat- 
tered clumps of oak trees. 

The next stop on the railroad 
line south of Menlo Park was 
Mayfield, which, during the log- 
ging days, had developed an im- 
portant commerce as_ shipment 
point for lumber cut in the Alpine 
creek area, 

Little thought was given to set- 


tling in the grassland prior to the 
start of the university project and 


expression of Stanford’s wishes that 


the school be located on a part of his 
property some distance from the ex- 


isting community. 


PART OF RANCHO 


Originally, most of the vast grass- 


land had been a part of the land 
grant of Don Rafael Soto, who took 
possession in 1835. The rancho ex- 
tended south from San Francisquito 
creek, with the Palo Alto tree at its 
northwest extremity and San Fran- 
cisco bay as its eastern limit. 


The estate, as in the case of al- 
most every other land grant, dis- 
integrated rapidly after Soto’s 
widow secured title in 1852, 

“Upstream” from the Palo Alto 


tree the creek formed the boundary 


of the Rancho San Francisquito of 
Don Antonio Buelna. This estate, 
too, disintegrated in the ’50’s. Dur- 
ing the decade, not less than five 
“squatters” took up residence on 
various parts of the grant. 

Senator Stanford gathered most, of 
the land at a later date. 

The property to the east of the 
railroad line soon came under the 
ownership of Henry W. Seale and 
Captain John Greer, who together 
gained ownership of 1587.45 acres 
south of the creek. 

UNIVERSITY PARK 

In 1887, the year after Senator 
Stanford had announced the begin- 
ning of his education project, Tim- 
othy Hopkins of Menlo Park purch- 
ased 697.55 acres of this property, 
which he later subdivided as a town 
to be known as “University Park.” 

What Hopkins got with his orig- 
inal purchase was fairly easy to cat~- 
alog: there were two dwelling houses 
and a barn which had been convert-

(Continued from Page 1-B) 
ed into a home by a family of early 
settlers. 

A short time later a roof on four 
posts—the railway depot—was ad- 
ded out of consideration for the 
fact that Senator Stanford was 2 
member of the “Big Four’ and a 
principal owner of the railroad. 

Other property owners and pros- 
pective property owners appeared on 
the scene, and in 1889 it was decided 
that street improvements along 
parts of what are now University 
avenue and Alma street were in or- 
der. 

HAY FOR PAY 

Money, however, was lacking. It 
‘was only after making a deal where- 
by a Redwood City contractor took 
his payment in hay that the work 
got underway. 

In 1890, when the town had a pop- 
ulation of 37, public sale of the lots 
of the subdivision was undertaken. 
With development of the university, 
growth of the town was guaranteed 
to be fast. 

During June or July of the next 
year, University avenue was “cut 
through” from the front of the 
Stanford quad. 

MILESTONES 

The year was also notable in other 
ways: the San Francisco-San Jose 
train began making regular stops; 
the first church services were held, 
with a minister borrowed from May- 
field officiating, and the first Sun- 
day school was organized. 

University Park ended in 1892 
with a population of 318 inhabi- 
tants, not counting about 400 of 
“Dr. Jordan’s Schoolboys” who 
boardeg there. 

In 1893, when the town incorpor- 
ated, the name was changed at the 
request of, Senator Stanford. 

The same twelve-month saw for- 
mation of the Pala Alto school dis- 
trict and, demonstrating the grow- 
ing importance of the new munici- 
pality, the local Peninsula trains 
which had formerly terminated their 
“run” at Menlo Park continued on 
to Palo Alto.
